Green Charges Labor Board 
Maladministers Labor Act 


Removal of All Three Members Is Urged in 
Testimony Before House Probers 


William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
his testimony before the house 
committee investigating enforce- 
ment of the national labor rela- 
tions act, charged the national la- 
bor relations board with unfair- 
ness and maladministration. 


Mr. Green urged the removal of 
the entire board and amendments 
to the act which would prevent 
discrimination against the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor and stop 
“outrageous delays” in labor cases. 
He called attention to the Pacific 
coast longshoremen’s case as an 
example of partiality of the board 
to communist influence. He said 
that Harry Bridges’ CIO longshore- 
men organization had been recog- 
nized as the exclusive bargaining 
agency from Seattle to Los An- 
geles, despite longshoremen’s 
unions affiliated with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor which 
had carried on for many years in 
the Pacific coast area. 


“We don’t want to be represent- 
ed by communists,’ Mr. Green de- 
clared with vigor. 

He asserted that nobody, except 
Dean James M. Landis of the Har- 
vard law school and Secretary of 
Labor Perkins, believed Mr. 
Bridges was not a communist. 


A. F. of L. Unions Wrecked 


Mr. Green declared that in some 
instances the board had wrecked 
American Federation of Labor 
unions by its delays and discrim- 
ination favoring the CIO. 

“We charge the national labor 
relations board with maladminis- 
tration,” Mr. Green said, in begin- 
ning his testimony. “It is anything 
but a judicial body.’ 


“Our complaint,” he continued, 
“is against the labor board, not the 
act. I believe I referred to it when 
it was passed as the Magna Charta 
of labor. I still so regard it.” 


Mr. Green suggested as amend- 
ments to the act a provision pre- 
venting the board from denying to 
workers “the right of self-deter- 
mination,” and a clause allowing 
collective - bargaining disputes 
among rival unions. to be taken to 
the federal circuit court of appeals. 
Such appeals now are confined to 
unfair labor practice charges 
against employers. 

Citing cases in which the A. F. 
of L. felt it was treated unfairly, 
Mr. Green spoke of “outrageous 
delays” in settling labor disputes. 


He mentioned the National Cas- 
ket Co. case, in which, he said, the 
complaint was filed November 4, 
1935, and final board decision was 
not handed down until April 10, 
1939. 


Reprehensible Delays 

Mr. Green accused the NLRB of 
administering the act “according 
to its own peculiar views.” 

He blamed the board for the col- 
lapse of certain A. F. of L. unions, 
explaining that they could not 
stand up under constant delays and 
uncertainties surrounding their 
status at industrial plants. 

In one case, Mr. Green declared, 
the conduct of the board “borders 
on trickery.” He cited a number of 
cases which showed, he said, “de- 
lays of a most reprehensible char- 
acter.” 


| A. 


Mr. Green charged the board 
with deliberately favoring unions 
affiliated with the congress of in- 
dustrial organizations and with dis- 


crimination against A. F. of L. 
unions. 
Mr. Green did not read a pre- 


pared statement, but spoke extem- 
poraneously, with written digests 
of cases to guide him, 


The board, he said, “has com- 
mitted all the crimes in the calen- 
dar” in selecting the “valid bar- 
gaining agency at plants.” 

Board Favored CIO 

The labor board, said Mr. Green, 
“has beyond question” favored the 
CIO form of industrial unit organ- 
izations and opposed the A. F. of 
L. craft unions. 


“We favor both forms of organ- 
ization,” he added, “but we want 
to protect the rights of the work- 
ers to organize as they choose.” 


Asked by a committee member, 
Representative Routzohn, of Ohio, 
if he thought Board Chairman J. 
Warren Madden was qualified to 
administer the act, Mr. Green said 
he certainly did not, adding: 

“They are all out the window as 
far as I am concerned.” 


Mr. Green charged that 85,000 
Fk. of L. miners had petitioned 
the board for the right to bargain 
collectively and not a single peti- 
tion had been granted. 


Mr. Green suggested, in addition 
to Wagner act amendments pre- 
venting discrimination and delay, 
that the board be “completely re- 
vamped so that there will be five 
members of the board (there now 
are three) and a complete change 
in personnel so as to insure a fair 
and impartial administration.” 


Mr. Green said, in response to a 
question by Chairman Smith, that 
he thought the board should be de- 
prived of authority to determine 
the bargaining union. 

“Let’s let the workers decide that 
in this democratic country,” Mr. 
Green added. 

Mr. Green thought the A. F. of 
L. could submit figures showing 
that in cases where unskilled 


workers were forced to join plant-} 


wide unions in which there was a 
nucleus of skilled employes that the 
latter suffered a loss in pay. 

A. F. of L. Complaint Is 

Against Administration of 

Labor Act 

Mr. Green thus summarized his 
position: 

“We will stand just where we did 
in the beginning, as friends of the 
act, a defender of the act. We are 
seeking to protect its fundamental 
principles against change. 

“But our complaint is against the 
administration of the act. We be- 
lieve that the act has been admin- 
istered contrary to both its spirit 
and its letter. We charge the board 
with maladministration, with bias, 
with an attempt to apply their own 
peculiar philosophy in the disposi- 
tion of cases rather than the plain 
provisions of the act. 

“The board in our judgment is 
anything but a judicial body, and 
we are of the opinion that any 
board appointed, clothed with au- 
thority to administer this act, ought 
to administer it in a careful, wise, 
unbiased, judicious way.”

‘Housing Act to Provide Work 
For Half Million Workers at 
Prevailing Wage Scales 


$770,000,000 to Be Spent on Slum Clearance and 
Low-Rent Public Housing in United States; 
Organized Labor Supports Program

Commenting on this widespread 
yet largely localized employment of 
building trades workmen, USHA 
Administrator Straus said: 

“Most economists are agreed that 
stimulation of building trades in- 
and employment is funda- 
mental and urgent for national eco- 
nomic stability. The USHA slum 
clearance and low-rent housing 
program is supplying such stimu- 
lus in no small measure. This is 
proven by statistics and estimates 
of employment and of the use of 
building materials. 

“Not only are the wages paid on 
the sites a much-needed tonic for 
local business, but the cumulative 
effect reaches the entire nation 
because by going into the tills of 
local merchants they flow thence 
to the mills and factories from 
which all types of merchandise are 
bought. 

“In the same manner, a consid- 
erable percentage of the millions 
of dollars being spent for building 
materials for USHA-aided projects 
passes into general circulation as 
wages paid to employes of manu- 
facturers and fabricators. From 
them much of it goes into retail 
channels to pay for purchases from 
local merchants.”

All the hullabaloo that’s been raised about the “ingratitude” of John L. 


deal is ridiculous. 

Ingratitude is a base sin. But it can be committed only by little men. 
A Napoleon could never be considered ungrateful. No more could John 
L. Lewis. 

You see, it all depends on the point of view. To the man in the street, 
which includes us, it does undoubtedly look as though Mr. Lewis bit the 
hand that fed him. We can’t help remembering that the NRA rescued 
Mr. Lewis from ignominy. We can’t help remembering that various new 
deal agencies, such as the labor board, have given a vast amount of aid 
and comfort to Mr. Lewis in his fight against the American Federation 
of Labor. We can’t help remembering that President Roosevelt refrained 
from condemning the sit-down strike. As a matter of fact, we can’t put 
down here all that we do remember because the list would take up too 
much space. 

But just because Mr. Lewis sees fit to forget, should we accuse him of | 
ingratitude? 

There has arisen a new school of ethics and morality which holds that 
|sin, like beauty, lies in the eye of the beholder. Mr. Lewis definitely be- 
|longs to that school. He sees no evil—nor does he hear or know evil—in 
anything he, himself does. All the sin, all the evil, all the fault, all the, 
|blame, all the baseness, all the ingratitude is in what the other fellow 
does, the fellow who doesn’t happen to please him at the moment. 
| STRONG MEDICINE | 


Now that is a very convenient philosophy. It enables Mr. Lewis to turn | 
|his wrath upon anyone, even his best friends, when the spirit moves him. | 
Strangely enough, Mr. Lewis gets the urge to denounce whenever he is | 
|/hurt or whenever he is feeling low. He must be feeling low. He must be | 
|feeling very low right now. For within two days at the convention of 
| the united mine workers he has seen fit to denounce the president of the | 
United States, the vice president of the United States and the head of 
|the federal security agency. That’s tops, even for a man of Mr. Lewis’ | 
|denunciatory attainments. It’s a lot of medicine and strong medicine | 
{even for the medicine man. 

If, as we have good reason to believe, the medicine man was sick, his | 
;convention presented him with a handsome cure. Under cover of the 
|hullabaloo raised by wholesale political denunciations, Mr. Lewis ex- 
tracted from the united mine workers’ convention a grant of authority 
| to spend as he sees fit a huge campaign fund to which he has forced the 
miners of the country to contribute their hard-earned money. 

Very little was said about this. It was put over quietly. Mr. Lewis 
made the plea that because the political situation was somewhat up in 
the air it would be unfair to the represenatives of the miners to decide 
how the fund should be spent. So he asked the convention to let him 
decide. And in all the commotion it was so ordered without opposition. 

This means that Mr. Lewis will now be able to shop around among 
candidates and offer some $600,000 or $700,000 to whoever offers him the 
most in return.

If Mr. Lewis can 
see no evil, hear no evil and think no evil, it follows inevitably that no 
evil exists. 

We wonder, however, what the American public will see in this and 
what they will think about it.

Secretary Explains 
Ballot Markings 


In answer to newspaper articles 


in which statements were made 
that the mem- 
bers of the San 
Francisco fire 
department did 
not wish to be 
affiliated with 
organized labor 
and that the 


members had received ballots with 
hidden marking to indicate the 
identity of the voter, Secretary 
George Richardson of the interna- 
tional association of fire fighters 
stated as follows: “When the inter- 
national sent out the ballots to all 
members of the San Francisco fire 
department asking whether or not 
they were in favor of affiliating 
with organized labor we naturally 
did not want to ask the members 
to sign the ballots, because we 
knew the fear that some firemen 
have in regards to signing their 
name, and rather than have any 
evidence that ever could be used 
against them, we used numbers for 
the purpose of identifying them. 

“It was absolutely necessary and 
essential that we know who was in 
favor of affiliating with organized 
labor as the absence of this knowl- 
edge would have made it impossi- 
ble for us to contact the members 
who were desirous of forming a 
local and would thus defeat the 
' very purpose for which the ballot 
was sent out.” 


Secretary Richardson stated that 
he expected to arrive in the bay 
area in the early part of February 
and that he would then take up the 
question of the affiliation of the 
San Francisco fire fighters with 
organized labor.

300 Workers Receive Back Pay 


The provisions of the federal fair labor standards act of 1938 
are so plain that no employer can plead ignorance of them. It is 
clearly set forth that employers whose establishments come un- 
der the jurisdiction of the law shall pay their employes at least 
the statutory minimum rate with the stipulation that time and 
one-half must be paid for overtime work. 


These provisions, however, were not approved by William 
Hindes and Harry Dobrowsky, owners of the Charlotte Dress 
company, women’s wear contractors of Burlington, New Jersey, 
who were found guilty in the federal court in Newark, N. J., of 
having violated the fair labor standards act by failing to pay 
the minimum specified wage to their three hundred employes 
and refusing to pay the overtime required by the law. 


Confronted with the severe penalties imposed by the statute, 
Hindes and Dobrowsky realized that their law-violating scheme 
could not be continued. They confessed their guilt and threw 
themselves on the mercy of the court, with the result that Fed- 
eral Judge Guy L. Fake handed down a consent decree in which 
the owners of the company promised to obey the law in the fu- 
ture and to make restitution of $1,424 in back pay to their under- 
paid workers. 


The provisions of the fair labor standards act are precise. 
As to wages they stipulate employers in industries covered by 
the act shall pay their employes not less than thirty cents per 
hour. As to hours the provisions stipulate that employers in in- 
dustries covered by the act shall apply the forty-two hour week, 
with the modification that when a longer work week is applied 
time and one-half shall be paid for time worked in excess of 
forty-two hours, 


These provisions are so definite that violation of them would 
appear to be premeditated and willful. For this reason prompt 
and complete application of the penalties for violation is prob- 
ably the best method to give the workers the protection pre- 
scribed by the statute. 


faGuardia Presses New Tax Plan 


LaGuardia has started a new crusade. He wishes to change 
our system of collecting taxes. 


At present, he says, there are about 175,000 local tax units, in 
addition to Uncle Sam and the states. Between them they raised 
$14,811,000,000 last year divided, about as follows: federal 
$6,034,000,000; states, $3,857,000,000; local, $4,920,000,000. 

LaGuardia proposes that the states and local units continue 
to tax real estate and personal property and also collect such 
purely local levies as admission taxes and club dues. 

The federal government, in the mayor's opinion, should be 
given a monopoly of customs, income and inheritance and cor- 
poration income taxes, tobacco, alcohol and gasoline, and Uncle 
Sam should refund a part of the proceeds to the states. 


More Cause for Rejoicing 


There were only three lynchings in the United States last 
year. That’s the best showing since someone began compiling 
records 58 years ago. Some idea of how far we have gone along 
the right road may be gained from the fact that in the early 
1890’s we had 231 lynchings in one year.

the CIO was formed.”
